Report  of  State  Superintrndant 
of    Public  Instructiou. 


We  tender  our  thanks  to  tte  State 
Superiuteodant  of  Public  Instructioii 
Hon.  Mark  H.  Dunnell,  for  a  copy  of 
liii  annaai  Report  for  the  year  1S68. 

Th«  whole  number  of  scholars  return- 
ed, as  publi^^hed  in  this  is  Keport  114- 
421  being  an  increa^  over  last  year  of 
12,303.  This  exhibits  a  healthy  growth 
through  hardly  in  proportion  to  our  in- 
crease in  population,  we  should  think. 
The  whole  number  of  male  teachers  em- 
ployed during  the  year  was  749,  an  in- 
crea'*e  over  1866  of  217.  The  number 
of  female  teachers  was  1,836,  an  increase 
of  211  ever  1866.  The  whole  amount 
paid  teachers  in  1867  was  $254,986,76. 
The  amount  paid  in  1866  was  169,146,- 
46— the  increase  being  $85,840,30. — 
337  school  houses  were  built  during  the 
year  at  a  cost  of  $331,319.60. 

The  State  Supentendant  mentions 
with  pride  the  school  houses  erected  and 
prepared  thi?  year  in  the  towns  of  Wi- 
nona, Minneapolis,  St.  Acthony,  Faii 
bauh,  St.  Charles,  Plainview,  Xorth- 
field,  Preston,  Henderson,  Mankato. 
Hastings  and  other  towns  in  the  State, 
and  gives  these  instances  as  an  evidence 
of  thrift  and  intelligence  of  which  Min- 
nesota may  beast. 

He  recommends  the  adoption  of  the 
gradc'i  school  system  in  the  strongest 
terms,  anJ  *:ivs  that  u  >  dyubt  now  exists 
that  it  is  tl.e  very  lc-*t  system  ever  at- 
tempted, and  is  being  universally  ad- 
opted. He  alii )  tako.?  strong  ground.^  in 
favor  of  amending  the  law  so  that  cuun- 
ties  in  the  State  shall  be  obliged  to  have 
a  county  Supcriutcndant  uf  schools.

One  of  the  most  ituportant  quoittioDS 
to  be  decided  by  this  Legislature  is  : 
"What  shall  be  dme  about  the  railroad 
bonds?"  it  \M  certain  that  souiothiug 
ought  to  be  done  about  them.  It  is 
feimplv  dishone.xt  for  the  State  to  allow 
the  claims  of  the  b  )ndhol(lcrs  to  remain 
in  their  present  uiscttled  condition. — 
Dishonest  and  tricky  as  was  the  propos- 
ition voted  down  by  the  jienplc  List  fall, 
it  is  no  excuse  for  repudiation.  Those 
bonds  hnve  been  runniug  sinoe  1^59, 
and  though  the  pitncipal  is  not  due  for 
several  years  yeS,  the  interest  was  pay- 
able annually,  and  we  believe  that  not 
a  cent  of  it  has  ev<;r  been  paid  by  the 
State.  It  ought  to  be  the  first  business 
of  the  Legislature  to  see  that  the  State 
does  what  any  honest  individual  would 
do  under  the  same  circumstances  :  first 
ascertain  what  is  honestly  due  to  the 
bondholders  on  their  bonds,  and  then 
make  some  arrang  iment  for  paying  that 
amount  and  no  mire. 

We  think  the  ensiest  and  best  means 
of  doing  this  would  be  by  appropriating 
the  500,000  acre  hnd  grant  to  that  pur- 
pose, but  we  hardly  expect  to  ^ee  it 
done.

An  inch  an  hour  is 
thought  to  Ik;  the  avoragc  rate  of  depopit, 
though  four  inchcH  are  .-nid  to  have  fallen 
during  severe  storms.

At  12:30  in  the  morning,  two 
hours  after  the  whisky  had  t)efln  adminis 
tered.  the  temperature  of  his  mouth  wa.? 
'JlK^  degrees,  pulse  85  per  minute. 

Thus,  it  will  be  seen  Ihal  in  this  expcri 
nicnl,  when  four  ounces  of  Bourbon  whis- 
kv  w«re  administered,  the  pultc  increased 
from  83  lo  80  beats  per  minute  duiiug  the 
first  hour,  bul  dccrca8c<l  in  uuinl>er  of 
beats  per  mimiie,  from  89  t/i  85  during 
the  second  hour.  Tho  sphygmograpu 
show^  most  concluMvely  that,  notwith- 
Rtandlng,  while  tho  number  ol  juilsulions 
were  increased  from  83  lo  H;i  per  minute 
during  thehrsl  hour,  the  force  of  the  heart 
f»nd  pulsations  were  weakened  The 
beai I  evidently  had  less  iviwer  to  propel 
the  blood  through  the  arlciio.",  and  a  con 
ge8li<tn  of  the  venous  radicles  must  ensue.

pluck  and  pi  udcnce,  tho  sooner  are  you 
prepare*!  to  begin  the  woik  of  laying  the 
foundation  for  a  solid  slruclurc.  Until 
that  conviction  is  gained  you  are  frittering 
away  the  best  years  of  your  life  and  con- 
tracting habits  thai  will  counteract  the 
best  eflorts  of  af  lor  years.  You  are  more 
Ukelv  lo  1k)  struck  by  lightning  than  by 
any  luck  that  will  be  of  permanent  bene- 
fit to  yi)u.  If  you  have  forever  parted 
comjiany  with  the  hope  of  becoming  sud- 
denly lich— the  io'iin  fatui/s  that  has  led 
manyajifled  man  lo  ruin— you  sic  pre- 
pared to  consider  the  stepping  stones  to 
success  already  enumerated. 

Pehsistent  Hard  Work.- Mm  who 
u.?e  only  their  muscles  imagine  that  men 
who  depend  upon  their  brains  are  stran 
^;crB  t'l  Hard  woik.    Never  was  there  a 
greater  mistake.     Every  ;-uccc8t.ful  mer- 
chant docs  more  real  hard  work  in  the  tirst 
ten  years  of  his  business  caitrcr  than  any 
farmer  or  blacksmith  ever   dreamed  ot. 
Make  up  your  raind^to  work  early  or  late 
if  necessary  lo  thoroughly  master  the  de 
tails  of  the  business  upon  which  you  pui 
pose  to  enter.  The  habit  of  jicniistent,  rap 
id  work  once  formed,  and  you  have  gainc<l 
a  uiomcmlum  that  will  carry  you  saiisfac- 
Uirily  through  many  a  pinch  in  business 
where  a  less  persistent  worker  would  find 
it  vastly  eafcicr  to  lie  down  aud  fail. 

Inteority.— Whether  it  be  the  lefcull 
ol  business  policy,  or  Christian  princi- 
ples, or  both,  lutegrity  is  that  quality 
thai  makes  a  man  do  exactly  as  be  agrees, 
even  in  the  smallcot  things.  A  well  known 
buBine.^iS  man  of  this  city,  when  in  college 
years  ago,  was  so  poor  that  he  sometimes 
had  lo  bornjw  money  lo  lake  a  letter  out 
of  the  j)03loffice.  (L«.llers  in  those  days 
were  not  prepaid,  and  one  from  a  distance 
cost  Iwcnly-tivc  cents.)  W^hen  he  bor 
rowed  a  small  sum  in  Ihi.n  way,  he  always 
fixed  the  time  when  he  was  to  pay  il  back, 
and  when  that  time  came  he  always  did  it, 
even  il'  he  had  to  borrow  il  elsewhere  for 
thai  very  purpopc.  Il  is  nccdlecs  to  -ay 
that  even  while  thus  coufcsscdly  i»oor,  he 
laid  the  right  foundation  for  a  good  credit. 
Nobody  was  afraid  lo  trust  him,  for  he 
paid  exactly  whou  he  agreed  to,  and  in  do- 
ins  so  becAmc  as  re^al  as  a  millionaire. 
But  integrity  uioiuuca  m'<ru  than  mere 
punctuality,  il  includes  such  aa  honest  ic 
gard  for  the  rights  of  others  that  your  cus- 
tomers can  always  rely  on  your  giving 
them  the  worth  of  their  money.  A.  1. 
Stewart,  when  a  small  retailer,  insisted 
that  his  clerks  should  be  mtire  particular 
to  point  out  defects  than  to  recommend 
goods.  There  is  a  world  of  wisdom  in 
downright  honesty. 

Economy.— The  bootblack  who  earns 
$3.60  a  week  and  lives  on  $3  40,  has  al 
ready  began  io  euccccd.  The  man  who 
has  not  backbone  enough  lo  keep 
his  e\|)ensos  within  his  income  is 
IfM)  pusidanimous  t^i  meril  .'lucccss. 
He  is  a  bankrupt  before  he  starts  in  busi 
ni:5>.  II  you  cannot  save  some- 
thing out  of  a  small  salary,  you  canijpt, 
out  of  a  large  one.  The  habit  of  saving 
must  be  formed  before  any  increase  of  sal 
ary  can  d)  you  any  good.  If  you  cannot 
live  withiu  your  means  ou  a  small  salary, 
a  larg«i>uc  will  only  prove  a  curse  to  you. 
Y'ou  Ihinl:,  perhaps,  if  you  do  nol 
dine  at  the  Maison  Dorce,  if  you 
refrain  from  cigars,  billiards,  thea- 
tres and  operas,  you  are  a  pat- 
tern of  economy.  You  may  be  vciy 
far  from  it.  You  may  be  a  spendthtift 
without  any  of  these.  If  your  inc/imc  is 
small,  true  economy  will  lop  ofl'  many 
things  that  seem  necessaries  As  a  nation 
we  spend  too  much  money.  It  is  time  for 
ua  all  lo  get  back  to  the  simpler  habits  of 
twenty  years  ago.  Then  two  men  that 
we  now  have  iu  mind,  rich  and  successful, 
began  ns  errand  boys  al  %Z.bO  a  week  foi 
the  first  year,  wilh  a  small  annual  Increase 
that  aftci  Bovcu  years  of  faithful  appren 
ticeshlp  barely  brought  their  wages  up  to 
$7  a  week.  A  millionaire  of  Chicago,  and 
not  long  since  the  great  dry  goods  mer- 
chant of  Lake  st.,  began  by  loaning  lo  his 
employer  small  sums  saved  from  just  euch 
n  pittance  as  this.  At  that  time  white 
beaver  hats  were  iu  vogue  among  gentle- 
men. He  and  his  brother  managed  to 
make  one  such  hat  do  for  both.  Of  course, 
when  one  went  to  church,  or  an  evening 
party,  the  other  did  nol.  Two  other  suc- 
cessful business  men  of  Ihis  city  were  about 
the  sanw  time  preparing  for  college.  They 
roomed  together  and  in  order  to  live  with- 
in Iheir  means  boarded  themselves.  They 
bought  milk,  butter,  meal,  (orn  meal  aud 
vegetables  al  low  prices  in  those  day?  and 
cooketl  them  in  thrir  room  to  suit  their 
taste,  and  Jived  well.  How  much  tio  you 
think  it  cost  themV  Just  Ihiity  seven  aud 
a  lialf  couts  a  week  each.  Think  of 
that,  you  young  men  who  feci  that 
yoM  have  cheated  your  epigastrium 
if  yon  dine  once  01  twic!>  on  that 
mm!  "No  young  man  of  spint  woiUd 
pinch  himself  in  that  way,"  you  exclaim. 
"  It  Ronmanly."  Not  a  l.nt  ol  it.  Itisun 
manly  to  live  bryond  your  mcunR  It  bsre 
floors  and  the  simplest  nccSfilies  are  all 
your  means  will  allow,  to  accept  the  situa- 
tion clicerfully  IS  evidcu<  c  <d  the  highest 
type  of^  manlincs.s,  and  to  do  otherwiiW'  is 
to  bo  either  a  beggar  or  a  scoundrel.  We 
advocate  no  stingy,  narrow,  sordid  or 
miserly  views,  but,  if  you  wish  to  succeed 
in  buslnesb,  aud  nuiulMiu  your  ;>oIf  respect, 
then  wc  say  tirst,  last,  and  all  the  time, 
Ur6  ttiihin  your  vtr^^. 

Plvck. — A  certain  Hiuount  of  dash, 
boldness,  courage  in  the  prosecution  of 
difliciill  und»>.rtMkinK5  is  neres^ary  lo  the 
successful  bun  lilt's  mau.  Without  this 
quality  he  is  forever  shivering  in  uncer- 
tainties, snd  forever  allowing  to  go  by.  un- 
improved, the  f>rst  opportunities.  There 
is  no  rntcrpiiHC  wilboul  pluck,  bul  tl 
mubl  always  bu  attended  and  livid  iu 
check  by

George  Third  was  the  fortunate  recipi- 
ent of  the  fcmallest  watch  ever  nii.lc,  which 
was  constructed  by  the  famous  chronome- 
ter maker,  Arnold,  and  was  set  in  a  ring 
like  a  jewel.  It  contained  one  hundred 
and  twenty  different  parts,  and  weighed 
just  about  as  many  grains,  so  that  the  parts 
averaged  one  grain  each,  the  fly-whtti  and 
pinion  actually  weighing  the  seventeenth 
jiart  of  a  grain !  Of  course,  oidinary 
l^>ol8  were  useless  lor  such  microscopic 
work,  and  Arnold  had  firol  to  make  a 
special  set  of  implements  lor  it.  The 
King  waa  ko  well  pleased  with  the  wonder 
that  he  rewarded  the  fkilMul  donor  with 
five  hundred  guineas.  The  Emperor  of 
Russia  want&l  a  watch  like  it,  and  oflered 
Arnold  one  lluAisand  guineas  for  its  coun- 
terpart ;  but  iu  order  that  his  gift  to  the 
King  might  nol  be  depreciated,  and  al  the 
same  time  to  preserve  ite  uuique  character, 
Arnold  refused  the  offer.

Ill  the  day.,  when  high  heeled  Fieiich 
boots  were  in  the  pride  of  faabioii,  there 
was  a  shoemaker  in  London  who  made  a 
loilune  by  the  sale  of  the  best  Paris  boots 
at  a  price  which  all  hi«  feUow  tradesmen 
declared  ruinous.    He  undersold  the  trade, 
aud  obtained  Iroojia  of  (Hi.stomcrs.    These 
boots  inui.1  be  stolen,  said  his  rivals;  but 
there  was  no  evidence  that  Uiey  were; 
certainly  they  were  not  smuggled  haolH, 
for  any  one  could  satisfy  himsell  that  the 
lull  duty  was  |)aid  on  them  al  the  cust,om- 
hmi.sc.    The  shfKiuak(  r  retired  from  bu.si 
ncss  with  a  fortune.    Afterward  his  secret 
W8H  accidentally  discovered— although  he 
had   paid  duty  for  the  boots,  he  had  not 
paid  duty  foreverylhing  thai  was  in  them. 
There  was  a  heavy  duty  payable  on  foreign 
waU  hes,  and  every  boot  consigned  lo  him 
lioai  Paris  had  contained  in  its  high  heel 
a  cavity  exactly  large  enough  to  holtl  a 
wulch.    The  great  profius  obtained  by  the 
trade  in  smuggling  watches  made  it  pos- 
j-iblo   for  this   tradesman,  when   he  had 
filled  up  Iheir  heoLs,  to  sell  his  boots  under 
l>rimecof,t.    This  is   worth    while,  again, 
because  of  course  by   the  cxtenfion  of  his 
boot  trade  he  increased  his  power  of  iui 
jvirling  watches  duty  free. 

Home  years  later  an  elderly  laily  and  a 
lap  dog  traveled  a  g-joil  deal  between 
Dover  and  Oatcnd.  Il  came  to  be  gener- 
ally considered  a',  the  custom  house  that 
her  travels  were  for  the  culc  purpost:  of 
smuggling  Brussels  laec,  then  subject  to 
exceedingly  high  duty,  but  neither  the 
•  xamincrs  of  her  luggage  nor  the  female 
searchers  at  the  custom-house  who  took 
charge  of  her  could  by  the  narrowest  scru 
liny  liud  matter  for  a  .single  accusation. 
At  last,  when  she  was  aboiil  to  resign  the 
smuggling   bu.'^iness,  thif.  lady  aceejited  a 

J?r't!S,^'^?V¥^  ^P^W  Jo.- "'?'««  him  ^master 
or  Tier  ficcrcT.    Calling  to  her  side  her  lap 

dog,  who  was  to  all  strangers  a  very  snap- 
pish little  cur,  she  asked  the  officer  to 
letch  a  kuife  aud  np  the  litlle  creature 
ojieii.  Like  a  few  ol  the  dogs  (which  have 
sometimes  even  proved  lo  be  rats)  sold  in 
the  streets  of  London  it  gloried  outwanlly 
in  a  false  sldn;  and  between  the  false  ekin 
and  the  true  skin  was  sjucc  inough  to  juo- 
vide  a  thin  dog  with  the  ordinary  fiUne.s,s 
to  a  lady's  pet,  by  means  of  a  warm  pad 
ding  of  the  finest  lace.  In  tho  reign  of 
Louis  the  Eighttenlh— il  may  bo  noted  by 
the  way— fierce  dogs  were  taught  lo  carry 
valuable  watches  and  small  articles  under 
false  skins  across  the  frontier.  They  were 
taught  to  know  and  avoid  the  uniform  of 
a  custom  house  officer  SwifX,  cunning, 
fierce  they  were  never  to  betaken  Rlr.e, 
although  they  were. sometiuics  pursued  aud 
shot. 

Not  very  long  ii;;o  a  gieal  number  ol 
faJM- 1  M\k  iiotey  were  put  into  circulation 
within  the  doniinion.s  ol  the  Czar.  They 
could  only  have  been  imjiorteii ;  but, 
although  the  sti iciest  search  was  made 
habitually  ovct  every  vessel  entering  a 
Uussian  iiort,  no  smuggling  of  false  notes 
w>is  disa>vcrod.  So  strict  is  meant  to  be 
the  scrutiny  at  Russian  custom-houses  that 
the  ship  captain,  who  is  bound  to  give  an 
inventory  of  every  article  on  board,  may 
fall  into  unheard'  of  trouble  if  be  forget 
even  so  much  as  bis  own  private  canary 
bird.

He  kept  the  one 
loose  pencil  for  hi.s  own  use ;  and  a  few 
days  afterward,  because  il  necde«l  a  fresh 
point,  cut  It  again,  aud  found  that  there 
was  no  more  lead.  Another  chip  into  the 
cidar  brought  him  to  a  roll  of  pajierucated 
into  a  hollow  place,  lliis  paper  was  one 
of  the  false  notes,  cngiavod  in  London, 
and  thus  passed  into  the  dominions  of  the 
Jliu-'covitc.

H.VRl)  MiLt^EKB.— ThcloUowjug  lemcdy 
for  hard  milkcr.s  Is  given  in  the  Antcritan 
Stock  Jo  It  nud:  "I  have  usal  au  awl,  with 
satisfactory  success,  for  enlarging  the  isfcue 
of  a  cow's  teats.    The  aw  1  is  ma-te  of  a  li  i- 
angulnr  fhape,   like   the   letter  V,   al;out 
three  fourths  of  an  inch  long.    The  aides 
are  ground  hollow  or  concave.    The  awl 
taperg  and  has  a  hca<l  on  the  end  aljoul  as 
large  as  the  head  <if  a  pin.    The  instru- 
ment ia  inserted  in  an  awl  handle.  This  is 
the  manner  of  using  it     Take  hold  of  the 
teat  when  il  n  full  of  milk,  pull  gently  on 
it  and  lhru3t  the  awl  Into  the  i:.Bue.    The 
sharp  edges  of  the  awl  will  cut  the  orifice 
in  the  sack  at  the  end  of  the  teat  and  you 
will  liud  your  cow  will   milk  easily  ;  and 
the  operation   will  not  injure  the  teats 
any  more  than  the  prick  of  a  pin.    All 
who  have  tried  it  have  found  il  satlsfac 
tory." 

IIOMK-MVUK  Mat-j.- A  lady  coriespf.nd- 
ciit  of  tho  Vermont  Favnur  jdves  the  fol 
lowing  directions  for  making  mats  from 
tho  smallciil  bits  of  cloth  left  alter  cutting 
out  clothes,  or  jucparing  the  materials  for 
rag  carpets  "  Pieces  over  an  inch  8<iuare 
are  too  Isrge,  so  it  cai>  easily  Ik  seen  that 
this  way  of  making  rugs  will  use  up  the 
pieces  olhcrwipe  of  no  account  except  for 
the  ratj  bag.  These  little  bits  must  be 
strung  on  a  cord,  the  edges  being  raveled 
out  so  ns  to  present  a  soft,  furry  appear- 
ance, and  wound  and  sewed  like  the  braids 
in  -A  braided  mat;  it  will  be  diffieult  todis 
linguish  it  from  cbenilc  work.  In  regard 
to  colors,  you  must  consult  your  own 
taste.  The  style  called  '  hit  or-miss,'  in 
which  you  use  all  colors  indiscriminately, 
as  tbcy  are  most  convenient,  has  often  a 
very  good  ••fleet,  if  plenty  of  brieht  colors 
arc  used  ;  iu  any  other  case  it  is  too  apt 
to  have  a  dinp-y  look.  Decided  contrasts 
or  .shade;  of  t  he  same  color  arc  better  in 
mats  ol  this  deacriplicui. 

The  Akt  ok  Grindiko  Tools.— More 
than  one-half  ol  all  I  he  wear  and  tear  and 
breakage  and   bother  of  dull  tools  comes 
from  a  lack  ol    proper   knowledge  and 
practice  in  grinding.    All  steel,  however 
rennca,  is  ctrapv^Hnl  of  individual  fibers 
laid  lengthways  in  the  bar,  held  firmly  t« 
gether  by  cohesion ;  and  in  almost  all  farm 
implements  of  the  cutting  kind  the  steel 
portion  which  forms  the  edge,  if  from  a 
section  ol  a  bar,  is  laid  in  and  welded  to 
the  iron  longitudinally,  so  that  it  is  the  side 
of  the  bundle  ol   fibers  hammered  and 
ground  down  that  forms  the  edge.    Hence, 
by  holding  on  tlie  grindstone  all  edge- 
tiHils,  as  axes,   drawing-knives,  knives  of 
reapers,  scythe.s,  knives  of  straw-cutters, 
etc  ,  in  such  a  manner  that  the  action  of 
the  stone  is  at  right  angles  with  the  plane 
of  the  etlge,  or,  in  plainer  words,  by  hold- 
ing the  edge  of  the  tools  square  across  the 
stone,  the  direction  of  the  fibers  will  be 
changed,  so  as  to  present  the  ends  instead 
of  the  bides  as  a  cutting  edge.     By  grind- 
ing in  this  manner  a  finer,  smoother  edge 
is  .set,  thu  tool  is  ground  in  less  lime,  holds 
an  edge  a  great  deal  longer,  and  ir.  I;ir  less 
liablcto  "nick  out"  and  break.

ItisKdid  Ihal  an  cnlerpriiiing  Yankee, 
having  bought  au  island  in  the  Cthio  river, 
has  htocketl  the  same  with  black  cats,  in- 
tending lo  go  into  the  lur  trade.  This  re- 
minds an  exchange  of  a  similar  txperi- 
ment  which  was  made  by  a  gentleman  who 
resided  In  Maryknd.  'Fho  idea  struck  him 
that  a.s  the  fur  trailc  was  so  lucrative,  it 
wouM  be  much  better  to  miso  animals 
nearer  h  ^me  than  the  regions  of  the  North, 
and  accordingly  purchatiod  an  island  in 
the  Chesapeake  Bay,  stocking  it  with  the 
blackest  of  black  cats.  He  paid  extrava- 
gant prices  for  the  felines,  and  all  the  boys 
in  the  adjacent  country  wont  ext^'usively 
into  the  business  of  entrapping  unsuspcct 
ing  Tommies  and  Tabbies,  which  were 
immediately  disiio^scd  of  and  sent  to  the 
aforcjaid  island. 

The  gcnticinan  fouud  the  cats  weie  pro 
lihc,  and  was  soon  compelled  to  emnloy 
a  .seine,  in  order  to  supply  them  with  food. 
At  flrst,  the  fishermen  had  quite  an  easy 
time,  and  leidily  supplied  fish  m  abunti 
anee  for  their  charges;  but  the  numbers 
daily  increased,  until  whole  legions  of 
blae.k  rat„3  trooped  over  the  island  home, 
devouring  everything  iu  the  shape  of  food, 
and  the  men  found  it  impossible  to  furnish 
the  rc(iuisile  amount  of  nourishment.

During  the  absence  of  the  mes- 
senger, the  cats  became  exceedingly  bold, 
and  the  remaining  parly,  fearing  for  his 
life,  locked  himself  up  lu  Ids  taljin  and 
prepared  for  a  siege. 

The  enemy,  emboldened  by  thir.  display 
of   fear,  and  urged   on  by  hung*  r,    suf- 
n»uiid<:d  the  hou«c,  climbed   up  the  sides, 
htaring  in  at  the  afl  rig  bled  man  through 
the  windows  aud  nperlurcs,  keeping  up 
the  while  tho  most  hideous  cattcrwauliug. 
He  carefully  slopped    up  every  crevice 
save  the  chimney,  but,  hearing  and  seeing 
omiuou;;  falling  of  soot,  which  disclosed  a 
delermiuation  on  the  part  ot  the  besieging 
force  lo  ellect  a  surprise,  be  closed  that 
opening  also,  and  Micawber  like  waited 
for  "  something  to  turn  up."   For  two  days 
and  nights  ho  was  kept  in  this  singular 
pri.son  with  the  dreadful  howls  of  the  fam- 
ishing eats  ever  resounding  in  his  ears, 
and  with  savage  eyes  glaring  at  him  con- 
tinually. 

At  b  ngth  aparly  arrived  with  yuus  and 
eucecedcd  in  succoring  the  man  from  his 
truly  awful  position,  but  so  numerous 
were  the  cats,  so  fierce  and  threatening 
their  demeanor,  that  lx)th  tho  rescuers  and 
tho  rescued  were  only  to  glad  to  leave  this 
pandemonium  of  jet  black  cats,  gaunt  and 
len>cious  as  they  were  from  starvation.

The 
Individual  who  has  starle<i  a  cat  planta 
lion  on  the  island  in  the  Ohio  river  may 
have  the  benefit  of  the  experience  related 
above,  Ircc  of  cost. 


A  conlribuloi 
Jonrnal  says : 

In  treating  of  the  luauagrment  of 
stock  in  winter,  I  sail  endeavor  t.)  lay  be 
fore  the  reader  such  measures  as  shall  be 
most  confortable  and  convenient  for  both 
stock  and  manager.  In  the  first  place  it  is 
presumed  that  every  animal  has  shelter  of 
some  kind.  If  not,  the  first  thing  to  be  at- 
tended lo  is  to  provide  stables  '  .r  hovels 
or  sheds  for  those  animals  that  have  none. 
Feeding  three  limes  a  day  is  as  often  as 
is  necessary,  except  on  very  cold  days. 
Home  writers  recommend  feeding  four 
times,  and  still  others  would  have  a  man 
go  and  give  his  animals  something  to  eat 
five  times  a  day.  1  think  it  is  no  more  ne- 
cessary f.<r  stock  to  be  fed  four  or  five 
limes  n  day  llian  lor  the  farmer  himself. 
Besides,  if  In-  were  al  work  at  a  distance 
from  his  barn,  it  would  bo  inconvenient  to 
go  aud  attend  li  his  block  every  two  or 
three  hours. 

The  first  thing  iu  the  morning  alter  ris- 
ing the  farmer  should  go  aud  see  that  his 
stock  is  all  right,  and  give  meal  or  mixed 
feed  to  those  animals  that  reeiuire  it.  Af- 
ter this  is  eaten,  give  all  enough  hay  or 
other  fodder  to  supply  their  needa  until 
noon.  Aflcr  eating,  the  horses  should  be 
watered  and  returned  to  the  stable. 

Cattle  may  be  let  out  of  their  stables 
shoitly  after  finishing  their  breakfast,  or 
they  may  be  kept  up  until  nearly  noon, 
according  to  tho  weather.     On  a  fair  day 
it  is  better  for  eattle  to  be  iu  the  yard,  if  it 
bo  dry  and  sheltered  from  the  wind.    At 
noon  water  the  cattle  and  give  them  fod 
der ;  sheep  al.",o  should  be  watered  and  fod- 
dered, aud    horses    and    swine    fed.    At 
night  all  the  stables  should  be  changed 
aud  well  littered  with  straw  or  other  ma 
tcrtal.  the  borsen  watered  and  fed,  sheep 
aud  cattle    that  aic  fattening,  fed   with 
meal  or  provtiitler,  and  nil  Uic  animals 
provided   with  as    mitch  hay,  stalks,  tu- 
straw,  RR  they  will  eat  clean  without  wast- 
ing.    By  Ihis  plan  horses  will  be  watered 
twice,  aud  cattle  and  sheep  once  a  day. 
This  will  bu  sullicienl  while  Ihe  days  are 
short,  when  they  grow  longer  c.Utle  nia> 
be  watered  twice  a  day ;  sheep  need  bui 
little   water  at  any  time.    On  very  cold 
dajs  it  will  be  iiecesary  to  give  a  grejiter 
quantity  of  fodder  than  common,  as  the 
animaiti  require  more  food  lo  keep  up  boil- 
ily    warmth.    Duiing    stormy  days,    all 
stock  should  be  kept  under  shelter.    If  cat 
lie  arc  foddered  in  the  open  yard,  the  bxl 
dcr  should  be  scattered  so  that  the  "  mas 
ler  cows  "  cannot  appropriate  it  all  them- 
selves.   The  work  shoul^^bc  finished  be 
fore  dark,  that  there  need  be  no  use  for 
a  lanteru  annind  the  barn  or  yard. 

Horses  shtnild  occasionally  have  a  lew 
carrots  for  variety,  cattle  also  will  do  bet 
Icr  it  they  havt^  a  few  beets,  carrots,  or 
turnips.  Calves  should  be  fed  a  little 
meal  aud  clover  hay.  Poultry  must  have 
enough  grain,  now  that  they  cau  obtain 
nothing  around  the  buildings  or  fields. 

Tho  stables  for  horses  and  cows  should 
be  warm  anil  dry,  and  well  ventilated, 
sheep  need  a  dry  place,  but  not  so  warm 
as  horses  or  cattle ;  swine  should  have  a 
pen  with  plank  floor,  and  straw  for  bod- 
ding,  (oats  straw  should  bo  avoided 
for  swine,  if  possible),  and  poultry  should 
be  provided  with  liry  n>asts  ami  poles; 
not  so  small  that  the  bird's  toe  will  lie  un- 
protected by  the  leathers  when  gone  to 
roost. 

Other  items  uiight  be  added,  but  space 
is  limited.  The  unserving  man  will  see 
for  blm.'-elf  what  is  renlcd  to  makir  his 
stock  more  comtorlable  than  they  arc.
